Washington—(/P)—While awaiting 


the results of an official bureau of 
standards tests of hi3 instruments 
today, Lieut. A. Soucek of the navy, 
was confident that he had established 
a new world altitude record in his 
flight yesterday 
at the naval air 


station at Anacostia, 


At the same time, he was prepar- 


ed to be disappointed and said that 
if it was found that his own calcula- 
tions were in error, he would try 
again and keep on trying until he 
did act a new record. His altimeter, 
he explained, registered 40,000 feet 
before he turned downward in yes- 
terday's flight and his calculations, 
based on a series of tests to plot the 
discrepancy between that instru- 
ment and barograph readings, placed 
his actual altitude at approximately 
39,000 feet. 


The flight was made in the same 


biplane used by Lieut. C. C. Cham- 
pion of the navy, to net the present 
official record of 38,418 feet in July, 
1927. 
Official readings of Soucek's 


instruments showing that he exceed- 
ed that altitude by at least 300 feet 
were held by the National Aeronau- 
tic association to be necessary before 
he could be credited with the new 
recoa*.

Roessler's Cheese factory, a mile 
and a half west of Hortonville and 
at the "Wolf River Dairy company in 
New Ix)ndon; on Tuesday at Ries- 
berg's Cheese factory In Medina, 


Treating will start at $ o'clock and 


continue through the day until all 
farmers have been taken car* of. 
John Bramm, potato specialist with 
the extension division of the state 
university, will assist Mr. Sell at the 
clinics. 


Mr. Bramm will have charge of 


the treating of Roessler's factory 
from 9 o'clock until noon when he 
will go to :New London. Mr. Sell 
will conduct the New London demon- 
stration until Mr. Bramm arrives 
when he will go to Boessler's and 
finish the work there. 


During the morning and afternoon 


Mr, Bramm will stop testing for a 
short period to hold informal dis- 
cussions with the farmers on potato 
diseases, their prevention and con- 
trol. The schedule as arranged by 
Mr. Sell will permit Mr. Bramm. to 
conduct these informal sessions at 
each of the three centers 
where

Mr. Fleming also 
has asked certain oil companies to 
supply fuel and has obtained from

for such as there have been no dis- 
turbances there. 


Meanwhile the Communists are in 


far from a subdued mood.

house of burgesses at Hamburg Coi-i- 
munist members created a disturb- 
ance over suppression of their or- 
ganizations in the free city's terri- 
tory, vociferously interrupting pro- 
ceedings and insulting the speaker.

day.There is no fund for the greatly 
increased stite aid, according to the 
department employes and should the 
finance committee fail to find a fund 
from •which the money could come, 
ths bill is likely to be recommended 
for indefinite postponement. 


The bill, by Assemblyman O. S. 


Loomis, of Mauston, would give 
state high schools uniformly half of 
their expenses, instead of appropria- 
tions as at present: 


$301 for each district high school; 


$500 for union free 
high schools 


•with two teachers; $700 for such lat- 
ter schools with three teachers; $900 
for each of these union schools with 
four teachers; $150 for each special 
subject (such as agriculture, manual 
training or home economics) taught 
in each high school and an added 
sum for each school conducting a 
teacher training course. 


The Bill follows the general plan of 


state aid according to expense, pro- 
pounded in the Callalian equalization 
bill passed the last session. 


The equalization last year 
also 


took into account the assessed valu- 
ation of the district in which the 
school is located, in determining the' 
amount of state aid. It lowered the 
state appropriation to schools in 
some of the populous and property- 
wealthy districts and increased the 
state help to the schools where there 
is less local support. It was known 
as the Callalian 
equalization bill, 


perfected by John Callahan, state 
superintendent of public instruction. 


The present bill, by Assemblyman 


O. S. Loomls, of Mauston, simply 
appropriates a "sum sufficient" to 


pay to up to $50 per pupil to the 
high schools. 


Salaries paid teachers and prin- 


cipals and cost of books and supplies 
used are the base for figuring the 
expense. 
On or before August of 


each year the city superintendent or 
district school clerk would report, 
under the bill, on forms prescribed 
by the state superintendent the sums 
expended by each high school and 
the average daily pupil attendance. 


Upon receipt of this information, 


the state superintendent would cer- 
tify to the state auditor half the to- 
tal of these expenses for each school 
and the auditor would be ordered to 
send checks 
for that amount as 


state aid. 
The state superintendent could 


refuse to certify state aid for any 
free high school in which the scope 
and character of work are not main- 
tained in such manner as to meet 
his approval or in which the building 
and grounds are not m pioper con- 
dition. 


The bill was scheduled for public 


hearing before the legislature's fi- 
nance committee Thursday. 
This 


committe advises the legislature as 
to possibility of spending any sums 
that bills seek to appropriate.
